ISSS AMONG TOPS IN FIELD 

The University’s Institute for Sino- 
Soviet Studies has been listed among 
the top 12 American universities and 
institutes engaged in serious studies on 
the U.S.S.R. and Communist-Bloc 
countries. 

Others named to the list include: 
The Hoover Institution, Stanford Uni- 
versity; The Foreign Policy Research 
Institute, University of Pennsylvania; 
The Russian Institute, Columbia Uni- 
versity; The Russian Institute, Har- 
vard University; The Research Insti- 
tute on Communism, Columbia Uni- 
versity; The Center for International 
Studies, M.I.T.; The Rand Research 
and Development Organization, Santa 
Monica, Calif.; The International In- 
stitute, University of California at 
Berkeley; The Council on Foreign Re- 
lations, New York City; The Ukrain- 
ian Congress Committee; and The 
Free Europe Committee. 

The list appeared in an article pub- 
lished in a periodical, The Slavic Re- 
view, of the Czechoslovak Academy of 
Science, and was analyzed recently in 
the Radio Free Europe press survey. 

The GW Institute is directed by Dr. 
Kurt L. London. 


BIRTH DEFECT TEST FOUND 
A Medical School researcher has 
developed a highly accurate method 
of predicting which pregnancies are 
likely to produce deformed children. 
Dr. Cecil B. Jacobson samples the 
fluid surrounding an unborn baby to 
determine if genetic abnormalities are 
present. A study of the chromosomes 
from the unborn baby’s cells which 
have been expelled into the amnionic 
fluid is made to determine the extent 
of genetic defect. 
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GW TUTORS FSEE ASPIRANTS 

A University education project is 
being conducted to find the most effec- 
tive procedures for equipping unpre- 
pared Negro college graduates for 
Federal careers. 

Project Director Dean L. Des- 
Roches and his staff are working with 
the Department of Labor to demon- 
strate the possibility of taking gradu- 
ates of Southern Negro colleges who 
have made poor scores on the Federal 
Service Entrance Examination and 
helping them overcome their defi- 
ciencies by a special training and stim- 
ulation program. 

The program is in the experimental 
stage this year, but may be expanded 
pending results of the pilot demonstra- 
tion. 


PROFESSOR WINS GRANT 


James Kenneth McDonald, assistant 
professor of international affairs and 
director of the University’s Naval War 
College Center at Newport, R.I., is 
one of 38 college and university fac- 
ulty members chosen nationally to re- 
ceive 1967-68 Danforth Foundation 
Teacher Grants. 

The award provides a calendar year 
of graduate study in a university of 
Mr. McDonald’s choosing. 


FIRST CONGRESS STUDIED 


Dr. Linda Grant De Pauw, assistant 
professor of American history is di- 
recting a project to collect and edit 
all papers and records pertaining to 
the First Federal Congress. 

The project is expected to span a 
decade. 

The work of the first Congress is 
a matter of concern not only to his- 
torians, but to attorneys and jurists, 
public administrators, members of 
Congress, and other interested Ameri- 
cans. 


STUDY GROUP URGES 
UPGRADING OF ENGINEERING 


Comprehensive recommendations 
for upgrading the University’s School 
of Engineering and Applied Science 
have come out of a year-long study by 
an advisory committee. 

In its report, the committee urged 
GW to “do all that is possible to make 
(the engineering school) one of the 
finest in the country.” 

The committee was appointed in 
the fall of 1965 by the Board of Trust- 
ees and was chaired by J. Herbert 
Hollomon, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce for Science and Technol- 
ogy. 

The committee’s recommendations 
include: raise faculty salaries to attract 
more persons of national stature or of 
potentially great promise; strengthen 
the quality of the student body; reor- 
ganize the undergraduate curriculum; 
and give increased concentration to 
research and graduate-level study. 

The report noted that undergradu- 
ate engineering registrations have de- 
clined steadily since 1957 at GW and 
nationally. 

President Elliott expressed gratitude 
to the committee saying “We expect 
to benefit greatly from the suggestions 
of the committee.” 


GRADUATION SPEAKERS NAMED 

Barnaby C. Keeney, chairman of 
the National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities, and Elmer Louis Kayser, 
University Historian, have accepted 
invitations to speak at the University’s 
Winter Convocation and Commence- 
ment exercises on Feb. 22 and June 
4, respectively. 

Dr. Keeney is former president of 
Brown University. Dr. Kayser will be 
completing his fiftieth year of teaching 
at George Washington.
